Milk products 
for ‘strictly 
Orthodox" 


The Jerusalem Tnuva dairy has 
begun production of a new line 
of “strictly” kasher milk products, 
following an agreement with the 
Capital's Religious Council.

‘Parents sometimes kill their 


children though they love them’

TEL AVIV. — “Not enough doctors are alert to 
the fact that some parents beat their infant child- 
ren until they fracture their bones ‘and skull: but 
if you examine babies carefully, you will find this 
‘battered child syndrome’ everywhere.” 

This was stated yesterday by Dr. Herbert J. Kauf- 
mann, Professor of Radiology at the University of 
Pennsylvania Medical School. DOr. Kaufmann was 
giving the 13th annual Rigler Lecture at an inter- 
national symposium on the latest advances in radi- 
ology, held at the Ichilov Hospital here. 

Present at the lecture and symposium was Pro- 
fessor Leo G. Rigler, of the U.S. He was introduced 
by Professor Samuel Schorr, Professor of Radi- 
ology at the Sackler School of Medicine at Tel Aviv 
University, who hailed Dr. Rigler’s 50-year career 
as “master diagnostician, teacher, writer and editor.” 
He noted that the school's rad{fological archives 
were being renamed to honour Dr. Rigier. 

Describing the battered-child syndrome, Prof. 
Kaufmann said that many parents even “loved the 
children they beat up; but some hated them, if they 
were unwanted.” 

A father who worked a night shift and wanted to 
sleep in the morning lost his temper when his infant 
child cried. Sometimes the father beac up the baby, 
but more often the mother did it. 

The result: a “battered child” was brought to the 
hospital suffering from fractures of the limbs and 
skull — some children were even slammed head 
first on the floor — and often the child had a 
crushed liver or spleen.

Babies just don’t die from 
lying on their stomachs,” Prof. Kaufmann said.

“shaken infant," had become Parents 
{and others) simply “grabbed a child arqund the 
, chest and shook the hell out of him,” compressing 
the chest cavity and thus damaging the ribs. More- 
over, the infant's head “snaps back and forth,” 
causing blood vessels to rupture. 

(Earlier Prof. Schorr had noted that many 
“truly loving parents hurt their infants by tossing 
them in the air and catching them. Most fathers 
do this at one time or another: but sometimes the 
father catches the baby too hard, and injures him.") 

During the two-day conference, Dr. Schorr noted 
that Ichilovy will open a radiplogical teaching floor, 
a radological research unit, and a mammography 
and thermography breast clinic.

MOSCOW (AP). — Soviet Defence 
Minister Andrei Grechko warned on 
Tuesday that “the danger of war 
remains a grim reality of our ime.”

Kuwait fires 
first rocket 


KUWAIT (Reuter). Scientists 
fn Kuweit on Tuesday successfully 
fired this Gulf State's first home- 
produced ground-to-ground rocket — 
the “Burgan,” named after the main 
oil field here. 

An official statement gave no de- 
tails of the missile's range or gui- 
dance system, but said three were 
fired “somewhere in Kuwait" and 
all hit their targets. 

Scientists who designed and built 
the ” at the University of 
Kuwait would continue work on its 
development, the statement said. 

It was reported that Kuwait plans 
to buy ground-te-ground and other 
rockets from France and elsewhere 
under 8 massive military moderniza- 
tion programme, and it is not clear 
whether the “Burgan” tests could be 
the prelude to full-scale production 
of such weapons at home. 


Goldwater criticizes 
$100m. aid for Syria 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Sena- 
tor Barry Goldwater, a leading 
Republican conservative, yesterday 
eriticized Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger's proposals to provide 
$100m. in foreign aid for Syria. 


The Arizona Senator criticized 
the proposal a day after Kissinger 
told a congressional committee that 
ἃ $100m. special fund in the pend- 
ing foreign aid bill might be used 
to rebuild Syrian towns along the 
Golan Heights area evacuated by 
Israel. Kissinger said no commit~ 
ments had been made. 


Goldwater said in a prepared 
Senate speech “$100m. is not by 
modern congressional standards a 
lot of money, but I suggest that 


this could just be ‘openers.’” 

Goldwater said that at a time the 
American economy is in difficulties 
“how can anyone suggest that for 
‘openers' we hand out $100m. to a 
country we have never attacked, 
never been particularly friendly to, 
and whose aid we have never par- 
ticularly sought." 

His remarks were another sign 
that the foreign aid bill will again 
run into stiff opposition in Con- 
gress this year as in past sessions. 

Defence Secretary James Schie- 
singer, testifying before the House 
of Representatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee which is considering the 
sid bill, said the American assis- 
tance helps promote stability in the 
Middle East.

FLIXBOROUGH, England (AP), — 
The rs of Flixborough, vic-

The blast on Saturday killed 28 
persons, according to a revised count, 
and injured 105.

ARTHA Graham, who arrived 

WY. in Israel on Monday, is the ro- 

yal lady of dance, and at the age of 
81 is still golng strong. 

She has just had a triumphant 
three-week season in New York. In 
addition to more than a dozen of 
her previous hundred or more ballet 
successes, a new work was inciy- 
ded called “Holy Jungie,” with de- 
cor by Israeli artist Dani Karavan, 
and music by Robert Starer, who 
has lived in Israel. They played to 
full houses. 

Reckoning up the length of time 
since she was here last, she agreed 
this could be called a “sabbatical” 
visit — “but I've come to work,” 
she said. She will create 2 new bal- 
Jet for the Batsheva company, in 
which she has always shown 2 spe- 
cial interest, since she acted as ar- 
tistic adviser at tts inception. “It 
is the first time I shall have donea 
new work for any other company 
than my own," she pointed out. “Tt 
is a great experience for me to 
come here. There is no other coun- 
‘try to which I have come s0 many 
times." 

Asked about the new work she 
will create here, she said, “I don’t 
like talking about it while I am 
working on something. ['m super- 
stitious about that — but I can tell 
you the working title: ‘Stone of Des- 
tiny,’ It refers to the stone on which 
Jacob slept and woke up with the 
mame Tsrael.’ For music, I never 
give composers the count, only an 
outline of my idea, but here I shall 
use Mordechai Seters music 85 
is.” 

The set is being designed by Dani 
Earavan, the fourth me he has 
worked with Martha Graham. “For 
me she is like a Muse,” he whis- 
pered to me softly, while driving us 
from the airport. “One cannot com- 
pare her with any other choreogra-

pher anywhere.” He has not yet 
finished the design. “She cabled me 
the basic idea, but we have to tall: 
more," he said. 

When I asked Martha Graham 
her views on the future of modern 
dance, she said, “If I knew the fu- 
ture I would be the first to take it 
and use it. There are very beautiful 
dancers now, but about dance crea- 
tion — {with a pause) you don't 
know unti] you have failed a few 


times, and until you have arrived.” 
Then she added: “I don’t want 
copies of me. If dance is only copy, 
it will die” 

Martha Graham was stil dancing 
until about five years ago, but has 
now given it up. “It breaks my 
heart,” she said. “But I have found 
other ways that are satisfying.” 
She was, of course, referring to her 
continuing creative work, but she 
claimed no special method of work- 
ing. “I do my studying at night 
when the city is quiet,” she explain- 
ed. “Ὁ don’t need eight hours sleep. 
I take catuaps during the day. A 
method of work? I haven't thought 
of it that way. An idea just comes.” 

Flinching a little as photozgra- 
phers took pictures of her at the 
airport, she pleaded, “Please have 
pity on me,” but, though I remem- 
bered her as taller, she waa looking 
remarkably well for her years. On 
the way to her hotel, she gave a hint 
of how she managed that. “I dis- 
covered something,” she said, point- 
ing to her stylish hood. “There is 
an elastic inside, and it pulls up all 
the wrinkles.” 

Maztha Graham has been staging 
her own ballets and creating a new 
look for dance for the past 50 years. 
Yet she still works es if life were 
just beginning. After the premiere 
of the new ballet here -(scheduled 
for July 15 in Jerusalem), she goes 
back to New York and then takes 
off with her company to Asia on a 
tour sponsored by the U.S. State 
Department. “I am eager to get 
back to New York," she said brisk- 
ly, exp: she would leave imme- 
diately after the premiere. “I want 
to do more work on Holy Jungle,’ 
pull it together, and put more music 
in it” 

Martha Graham is accompanied 
by the executive director of her com- 
pany, Mr. Ron Protas, and two of 
her dancers will come to help dem- 


onstrate to the Batsheva dancers 
what she wants. “Before 1 start 
Tm as nervous as a witch,” she con- 
fessed laughing. 

Her stamina must be tremendous, 
for though she did say she wanted 
“to rest 8 little bit” after her flight 
and have some tea ("T live on tea”) 
she declared she would “like to say 
hullo” to friends a little later. 

Listening to her talking about her 
garden, inquiring about people she 
knew here, remarking on “how the 
trees have grown” in Tel Aviv and 
how much the town has 
it was hard to remember that she is 
the greatest living creator of dance. 
Yet perhaps she is great forthe very 
Treason that she takes an interest in 
the everyday things of life too. 


More than any other dancer or 1970s. 


dance créator since Isadora Dun- 
can, Martha Graham has made bal- 
let something for Everyman — per- 
formers 2nd public alike. She has 
never mede dance a gimmick or a 
game — as some have done — but 
something to feed the intelligence 
as well as the eye, to tease the in- 
tellect as well as offer entertain- 
ment. 

Martha Graham uses the body as 
am instrament for the expression of 
our inner conflicts and turbulence, 
whether she uses legend, myth or 
Scripture as a vehicle for her pur- 
pose. No choreographer today has 
escaped her Influence. Her work 
thas never been escapist (Hke clas- 
sical ballet) or mere exploratory 
exercise (as 50 much modern dance 
is). She has widened the scope of 
movement for greater human ex- 
pressiveness. To mean something, 
dance will have to move on from 
what she has created, or remain 
petrified by her genius. 

On arrival, Martha Graham was 
met by Batsheva de Rothschild, and 
others connected with the Batsheva- 
Bat-Dor dance companies.

ADOPTION OF CHILDREN LAW 


‘The Supreme Court allowed an ap- 
peal against a judgment of the Jeru- 
salem istrict Court, delivered on 
January 10, 1974 (in A.C. 34/78). 

The appellants applied to the Jeru- 
salem District Court for an adoption 
order. The child whom the appel- 
lants sought to adopt is a two-year- 
old girl, born out of wedlock, who 
has already been living with them 
for a year. The child’s young mother 
refused to divulge the name of the 
father on the grounds that she 
feared he would reveal the secret 
of the birth of the child to her 
parents, who are Orthodox, if he 
was told. 

Judge Ben-Porath of the Jeru- 
salem District Court dismissed the 
application for an adoption order, 
holding that as the identity of the 
father had not been revealed to the 
court, it was impossible to get his 
consent to the adoption as required 
by section 8 of the Adoption of 
Children Law, 1960. 

‘Both the prospective adoptive 
parents and the representative of 
the Attorney General had argued 
thet this was a case for the appli- 
cation of the discretion vested in 
the courts by section 11(2) of the 

of Children Law — 8. con- 
tention which Judge Ben-Porath re- 
fused to accept. 

‘Section 8 of the Adoption of 
Children Law provides that: “A court 
shall not make an adoption order 
unless it is satisfied that the parents 
of the adoptee consent to the 
adoption...” 

Section 11 lays down that: “A 
court may make an adoption order 
even without the consent of a parent 
where any of the following has been 
proved to its satisfaction: ...(2) the 
parent is unable to express his 
opinion or there is no reasonable 
possibility of ascertaining his 
opinion...” 

In the appeal against the District 
Court decision, Mrs. B. Michaeli ap- 
peared for the appellants and Mrs. 
P. Albeck, Assistant State Attorney, 
for the respondent. 


‘ Judgment 

Justice Kister, who delivered the 
majority opinion of the Supreme 
Court, Judge Asher concurring, 
noted that the District Court had 
refused to grant the adoption order 
because of the mother’s refusal to 
reveal the father’s identity for two 
reasons: first, because the father 
was thus deprived of the opportunity 
of either giving his consent to the 
adoption or electing to bring the 
child up himself; and, secondly, 
‘because an important item would be 
missing from the register of adop- 
tions, which a registrar of mar- 
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riages is entitled to inspect before 
performing the marriage rites of 
an adopted person. 

Before discussing the District 
Court's decision” Justice Kister ex- 
plained his own approach to the 
question of adoption and the inter- 
pretation of the Adoption Law. For 
his part, he said, he would like to af- 
ford every parent the maximum op- 
portunity of up his own 
child. But the demands of reality 
very often militate against this, and 
when 8. child cannot grow up in 
the bosom of his own family, he 
should he enabled to grow up 
amongst people prepared to fill the 
role of his natural parents. 

In the case of a child born out 
of wediock, he continued, it often 
happens that the natural father re- 
fuses to marry the mother or to 
support or even acknowledge the 
child. In other cases, the 
mother ts not interested in 
the father and prefers to put a com-~ 
plete end to the relationship, or else 
she fears he will cause her untold 


to give his consent to the adoption 
of her child. 

As to the feelings of the mother 
herself, although her child would not 
te deemed to be Mlegitimate under 
Jewish law, nevertheless she very 
often cannot face society — even 
the most free-thinking, — in the 
capacity of an unmarried mother, 
and prefers to keep the birth a 
secret from her immediate circle 
of friends and family and give the 
child up for adoption. Nor would 
there ‘be much likelihood im such 
eases that the father of the child 
would genuinely want to keep it. 


In these circumstances it has 
often happened in the past, con- 
tinued Justice Kister, that a young 
unmarried mother has refused to 
divulge the name of the father of 
her child, The Haifa District Courts 
have in the past adopted a liberal 
attitude in such cases and granted 
the adoption orders, whereas the 
Tel Aviv courts have tended to be 
far stricter tsee Prof. Engeleard on 
q 
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Adoption in Israel, ‘“Mishpatim,” 
vol I, p. 308). He for his part 
favoured the Itberal attitude, he 
held. : 

As to the District -Court’s fear 
that the mother’s refusal to divulge 
the name of the father could later 
hamper the child’s marrying, it is 
unfounded, held Justice Kister. For 
Jewish law does not disqualify a 
child, born out of wedlock, whose 
paternity is unknown, from marry- 
ing, as long as the mother of the 
child has declared that the child 
ts not the fruit of an incestuous 
relationship and that the father was 
not tainted in any other way. 

In the present case, therefore, 
held Justice Kister, it was not vital 
for the mother to divulge the name 
of the father as long as she de- 
clared ‘the was not a close relative 
of hers and was not known as a 
bastard, a declaration which she 
might already have made at the time 
to the social welfare officer dealing 
with her case, 


As to the District Court’s objec- 
tion that the father was not given 
an opportunity of consenting to the 
adoption, it would be anomalous, 
continued Justice Kister, to hold 
that the mother could reasonably 
refuse to divulge the name of the 
father of her child and at the same 
time demand that the father be 
summoned to appear in court and 
give his consent to the adoption 
Tt could be assumed, however, that 
if the man with whom the mother 
had had relations knew of her preg- 
nancy and was interested in finding 
out what had happened to the child 
he would have made iri in 
the hospitals, children’s homes and 
welfare institutions dealing with 
adoptions. It would be sufficient, 
therefore, for the welfare officer 
handling the mother’s case to make 
enquiries as to whether anyone had 
looked for the child in these places, 
and if these enquiries failed to pro- 
duce results it would be clear that 
there was no one interested in 
claiming paternity of ‘the child. 

Furthermore, concluded Justice 
Kister, he thought this was also an 
appropriate occasion for deciding 
that there was no reasonable pos- 
sibility of ascertaining the father’s 
opinion on the adoption, within the 
meaning of section 11(2). The -ap- 
peal should, therefore, be allowed 
and the case returned to the Dis- 
trict 
court 
claration .

are working at full capacity, as a 
result of which performance quali- 
ty bas deteriorated. However, the 
main problem is now bookbinding, 
as existing binderies are unable to 
meet the increased demands, and 
they are therefore in the position to 
charge exorbitant prices. 

In view of the industry’s limited 
production capacity, its export po- 
tential is currently handicapped by 
the booming local demand for books 
and other printed matter. After a 
shzmp in the first post-war months, 
the local book trade has recovered 


. to the pre-war level in real terms, 


and to more than that in money 
terms. The recent Hebrew Book 
Week was a resol success, 
with turnover about 40 per cent dig- 
ger than a year ago. Though book 
prices have been advancing along 
with the general price creep, they 
have increased less than the general 
price level, and the growing num- 
ber of Hebrew readers provides a 
rapidly expanding market for local 
publishing, quite apart from the sub- 
stantial volume of government, 
trade, and periodical publications. 

Publishers are worried that local 
book prices may be forced up by 
the intended ‘value added tax and 
would like Israel to follow the ex- 
ample of Britain which exempts 
books from this fax (“zero ta- 
riffed”), They would also like Israel 
te adhere to the Bern convention 
concerning the free flow of mate- 


tials required for book production, 
and to abolish the customs duty on 
printing paper, which algo bolsters 
the monopolistic position of the Ha- 
dera paper plant. (Paper accounts 
for 30 to 40 per cent of a book's pro- 
duction cost, while a hard cover 
may account for another 30 per 
cent if not more.) However, neither 
of these factors is expected to’ im-

There 
is not only ample Biblical evidence 
but abundant archaeological finds 
in the Golan to estabHsh that at 
feast since the 15: century BCE. 
the Golan was predominantly Jew- 
ish, remained so under Roman and 
Byzantine rule and well mto the 
period of ‘the Arab caliphate — in 
fact longer than most other of the 
country’s regions. Syria, on the other 
hand, only seldom constituted a po- 
litical entity with well-defined bor- 
ders, although its present rulers have 
even laid claim to all of Tsrael 
only because at a time it was 
described as Lower Syria. 


Among the first Zionist settlement 
attempts at the end of the last 
century, there were Bene Yehuda 
and other sites on the Golan, and 
Baron Rothschild acquired a large 
area further east in the Bashan. 
The Palestine borders proposed ‘by 
the Zionist Organization to the Man- 
dates Commission of the League of 
‘Nations around 1920 included the 
Golan as a matter of course and 
were only changed upon French in- 
aistence.
